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WILSON TO ABOLISH 
CLUBS AT PRINCETON 


He Declares They Are a Menace 
to the Life of the 
University. 








TO ESTABLISH QUAD SYSTEM 





New Residential Plan, He Believes, 
Will Do Away with Many 
Present Evils.

PRINCETON, N. J., June 24.—President 
Woodrow Wilson of Princeton University 
told of his plan to-day for the social re- 
organization of the university. At present, 
Dr. Wilson declares, cliques and factions 
dominate the university. He will abolish 
the clubs and these combinations and 
have an equal number of students from 
each classroom in what he calls a quad. 
His suggestions have been adopted by the 
Board of Trustees, and will soon be put 
in operation. Mr. Wilson says in part: 

‘‘Under our present social organization 
there is a constant, even an increasing, 
| disconnection between the life and the

tivities of the place not only have no 
necessary connection with any of its seri- 
ous tasks, but are, besides, exceedingly 
complex and absorbing, and, in fact, ab- 
sorb the energies of the most active un- 
dergraduates in purely unacademic things. 

“It has become common for sopho- 
mores, as the end of the academic year 
approaches, to ask the advice of their in- 
structors (now that there is some intl- 
macy of counsel between them) as to 
which career they shall choose for the re- 
mainder of their course, the studious or 
the social.

In any event, the district lines will be 
changed, reverting either to the appor- 
tionment made by the constitutional con- 
vention of 1804 or as they are laid down 
by a new apportionment act. The in- 
troducer of the bill explained that dis- 
trict leaders and district organizations 
of both parties were asking for it.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 24.—The So- 
cial Revolutionist and Group of Toil mem- 
bers of the late Parliament, numbering 
189, to-day issued their anticipated mani- 
festoes summoning the people to continue 
by force the struggle for land, liberty, 
and popular representation. The docu- 
ments, which proclaim that Parliament 
perished for defending the people’s rights, 
are remarkable for the fact that the Em- 
peror, for the first time, is attacked by 
name for breach of faith, the revolution- 
ary proclamations having hitherto attrib- 
uted all sins to the Government, on ac- 
count of the lingering sentiment of loy- 
alty to the Emperor among the peasant 
masses. 

The proclamation of the Social Revolu- 
tionists, of which the Revolutionary 
presses are now printing thousands of 
copies, and with which the manifesto of 
the Group of Toil is practically identical, 
ig as follows: 

*‘ Citizens: You sent us to fight for free- 
dom, for the rights of the people, for 
land and liberty. The Duma majority 
was Oppositional. It rejected laws in- 
creasing the power of the Government 
bureaucrats, it demanded an accounting 
of repressions of peasants and workmen 
and of bestialities in prisons, its commit-

His Majesty’s Ministers now only desired 
to test the opinion of the House and 
make sure that they had the House of 
Commons behind them. They held the 
view that the House of Commons alone 
was authorized to express the country’s 
sentiments. The Premier declared that the 
only course open was to recognize un- 
grudgingly the constitutional authority 
which resided in the House of Cemmons. 

Amid loud Ministerial cheers the Pre- 
mier protested that if this authority 
should be usurped by a non-elected House 
it followed that representative institutions 
must take secondary place. The Govern- 
ment, he added, proposed that provision 
should be made for conferences between 
the House of Commons and the House of 
Lords when differences arose over a Dill. 
If no agreement were reached the bill 
should be reintroduced and sent to the 
House of Lords with a declaration that, 
should a second conference fail to result 
in an agreement, the House of Commons 
would pass the bill over the heads of the 
Lords. 

Continuing, the Premier said the pres- 
ent Government believed that the reduc- 
tion of the period of existence of a Par- 
liament to five years would effectively 
prevent “an effete Government which 


had lost the country’s confidence from | 


forcing through unpopular and improper 
measures.”’ 

A. J. Balfour, the Opposition leader, op- 
posed the resolution and defended the 
House of Lords. He admitted that the 
House of Commons was the constitution- 
al, predominant partner, but declared that 
even if they abolished the House of 
Lords the country would insist upon a 
substitute. 

Other leading members of the House 
participated in a prolonged debate, after 
which the House adjourned. The debate 
will, it is expected, last three days. 

In a general way the Liberal comment 
on the Government’s plan heard in the 
lobbies was not too favorable, the opinion 
being that the proposed conferences be- 
tween the two Houses would entail too 
great a delay, the whole life of Parlia- 
ment being expended upon a single con- 
tentious measure. Altogether the pro- 
posal is considered too complicated and 


not sufficiently drastic from a Liberal 
and Radical point of view.

Louisiana Militia May Be Called Out 
in New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 24.—The State 
Militia was notified to-day by Gov. Blan- 
chard to hold itself In readiness to protect 
the Italians arrested in the Lamana kid- 
napping case. This order was issued be- 
cause the prisoners will probably be 
transferred in a few days from the New 
Orleans parish prison to St. Charles 
Parish, where the boy was killed, and 
where the trials must be held. This parish 
is an entirely rural community, with 
small police protection. It is also expect- 
ed that escorts will be necessary if th 
troops arrest any of the four Italians stil 
at large, charged with the, murder by 
those now under arrest.

Darrow Draws Lines Between 
What He Calls Orchard’s 
Truths and Falsehoods. 


PLOT OF THE MINE OWNERS 


Declines That the Steunenberg Murder 
Was the Personal Revenge of 
the State’s Witness. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOISE, June 24.—With the courtroom 
more crowded than at any time since the 
first days of Harry Orchard’s occupancy 
of the witness chair, Clarence Darrow 
took up the whole of to-day’s sessions of 
the Haywood trial in his opening state- 
ment for the defense. 

It was a clever, striking performatce, 
interesting from first to last, and a 
shrewd, forceful presentation of his case. 
The speech was a combination of argu- 
{| ment, based on a series of counter-charges 
meant to disprove or destroy the force of 
the allegations of Orchard, of explana- 
tion of parts of Orchard’s story, of, flat 
denial of other parts, and of admission of 
still other parts. It included the throw- 
in gover of Jack Simpkins, the fugitive 


Western Federation, who was indicted 


the murder of ex-Gov. Steunenberg, and 
laid foundation for a further lightening 
of the load of\ the federation by the sepa- 
ration of Pettibone from Moyer and Hay- 
wood by declaring that he had never 
been a member of the orgainzation, al- 
though he was the friend of its officials 
and members. 

Darrow directly charged Orchard with 
the Steunenberg killing, and admitted 
that Jack Simpkins was with him in Cald- 
well a short time before the cormmmission of 
the crime. He did not admit Simpkin’s 
cennection with that murder in so many 
words, but he did refer several times to 
the personal hatred of Simpkins for Steun- 
enberg, growing out of his bull-pen ex- 
periences in the Couer d'Alenes in 1899. 
He made no attempt to explain the flight 
of Simpkins, and as far as that official 
of the Western Federation is concerned, 
his case has been practically abandoned 
by the attorneys for his fellow-defend- 
ants. The motive which actuated Orchard 
was dealt with at length. With vigor and 
emphasis, Darrow declared again . and 
again that it’ was the hatred that grew 
up out of the loss of his interest in the 
Hercules Mine. 


Orchard’s Motive. 


He promised to show by numerous wit- 
nesses that Orchard had spoken of his 
loss as having been caused by Steunen- 
berg, and threatened to get even if it 
were the last act of his life. Then he 
argued, in the midst of these repetitions, 
that the Hercules did not develop into a 
paying property until four years after 
Orchard had parted with his interest, and 
two years after he had quit the Couer 
da’ Alene. 

Darrow in action is an engaging person- 
ality. He strives to present the appear- 
ance of complete fairness, and succeeds 


in it extremely well. He stands immedi- 
ately in front of the jury, often with one 
foot on the iron rail that serves for a foot- 
rest for the front row of jurors. He 
speaks most of the time iu an ordinary 
conversational tone, stepping back a little 
when he soars to brief flights of oratory 
or wants to lend vigor to his words by 
using more voice. His manner of address 
S exceptionally pleasant. He does not 
confine himself strictly to the tedious 
business of hard, cold, legal argument. 
There is yariety and wit in what he says, 
an din h way of saying it. 

Over again to-day he deviated sightly 
from the line of his argument to throw 
in a little lightness by cracking a joke, 
an doftener than not it was at his own 
expense or that of his profession. But the 
joke past he was back on the track of his 
argument again,-with his point more oft- 
en than ot emphasizeq by the deflection. 
He had the closest attention of the entire 
crowded courtroom 


from the beginning 
to the end. 


The whole Haywood family 
sat near the defendant throughout the 
day, and in the afternoon Mrs. Moyer, 
who has but recently recovered from 
an illness which confined her for a time in 
the hospital here, was present with her 
sister. 

Ethel Barrymore, who plays here to- 
night, was one of the most interested au- 
ditors during the afternoon, and mourned 
her bad luck when she heard that Or- 
chard is to be put on the stand a few min- 
utes to-morrow morning, just after she 
has left town. If the attention paid by 
the jurors is any evidence of the effect the 
speech had on them, Mr. Darrow may 
well congratulate himself, for they lis- 
tened to him unwaveringly throughout. 
But they are an inscrutable lot of hard- 
headed farmers, and it was a rare thing 
for any of them to smile a little at Dar- 
row’s pleasantries, even when he hit him- 
self hardest. 


Darrow’s Task. 


The course Darrow had laid out for him- 
self was one of the greatest peting He 
had to attempt to show the jury that Or- 
chard was, as he put it, “‘a monumental 
liar,’’ who had nevertheless put a good 
portion of truth into hig story. There 
were a good many things that had to be 
admitted. The evidence regarding them 
was such as could not be controverted, 
and they showed a considerable intimacy 
between Orchard on the one side and 
Moyer, Haywood ,and Pettibone on the 
other. There were a good many. other 


things which could be denied, some of 
them on independent testimony and others 
on the oath of men whom Orchard had 
implicated. 

The line between these two classes of 
points in the Orchard story was a deli- 
cate one to trace. It was not easy to 
single out one feature of that story and 
deny it, while admitting the truth of an- 
other which occurred at the same time. 
Darrow did it with as much skill as could 
have been shown. He began right at the 
start by declaring that the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners is and has been a fight- 
ing organization. He told of its birth in 
the very cell in the Ada County jail now 
occupied by Moyer and Haywood and Pet- 
tibone in the daytime. He declared that 
if it had to die it would die fighting. He 
told of some of thegfights it had gone 
through and of the hardships its members 
and officers had met in the pursuance of 
their duties and because of their faith. 
But these fights were every one battles 
in the legitimate warfare which the or- 
on behalf of its mem- 
bers. and its principles. There was no 
crime in any of them. To be sure, the 
miners were often rough, hard men. 
*“‘Miners are not angels. It is the mine 
owner who is that.”’ 

And just as sympathy with the miners 
and appreciation of their struggles in the 
effort to improve their condition ran 
through the speech, so did scorn of the | 
mine owners, and especially of that or- | 
ganization which he contemptuously des- 
ignated as their tools, the Pinkerton’s 

etective Agency. 

“They (the mine owners) repeatedly 
bired detectives and placed them in posi- 
tions. of responsibility as Secretaries: or 
Presidents of local unons,”’ declared Dar- 
row. He did not stop to explain how the 
mine owners could get their men elected 
to office by the locals, but went on with 
his charge. ‘‘ Every illegitimate child 
that has been born west of the Missouri 
River, he said, ‘‘ has been wrapped in its 
ee en ee and hurried to Denver 
to be lai \on the doorsteps of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners.” 


Attacks Orchard’s Story.

Denies His Testimony. 


So, too, he denied Orchard’s testimony 
about seeing Haywood and Moyer and 
Pettibone when murder was the theme and 
details of execution were said by Orchard 
to have been discussed. The transfer of 
money by Haywood to Simpkins was not 


denied, but Darrow promised to show that 
every cent of it was spent for legitimate 
purposes of the Federation. The Orchard 
act of the Independence depot <r 
was also denied, in so far as it implicated 
any of the Federation men. hether 
Orchard did it or not Darrow said he did 
not know, but he did not. believe that 
he did. 

The column of admission is longer, and 
includes points all the way long in Or- 
card’s story, almost.from the time he 
reached Cripple Creek in the Summer of 
1902. Orchard did know Bill Easterly, 
Sherman Parker, and other union men at 
Cripple Creek. _He did belong to the 
union there, and he and his wife did draw 
relief from the union treasury. 

Speaking of Orchard, Darrow said: 

‘““He wandered from place to place, sel- 
dom working. He was a sort of gentle- 
manly miner, who mined the miners. In 
1902 he turned up in Cripple Creek, but 
from 1899 to 1902 this important personage 
in American history is all but lost to 
view. It is pretty, certain, however, that 
during all that timte he could be found tn 
the back room of some saloon, gambling. 

“If Orchard to-day held his one-six- 
teenth interest. in the Hercules Mine he 
would be worth half a million dollars, 
but I think he would rather have what 
he’s got, because it is more valuable to 
the newspapers.” 

Mr. Darrow said that when Orchard left 
the Cour d'Alene after the mages 5) of 
the Bunker HU! and Sullivan mill, Hay- 
wood was only a plain, ordinary working 
miner at Seaver City, Idaho, where he 
lived a greater part of his work life. 

It was not until 1901 that Haywood ‘be- 
came Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Western Federation of Miners. 

Moyers position in 1899 was just as ob- 
scure as Haywood's, declared the miner's 
attorney. As for Pettibone, he was not 
even a miner at that time. “He ran @ 
little store ‘down in Denver,” continued 
Mr. Darrow, “selling clothes wringers, 
lace curtains, rugs, Bibles, and other nov- 
elties on the installment plan, Pettibone 
had been a miner in 1892 in the Cour 





d’Alenes. He was arrested there and put 
in jajl, and my friend Mr. Hawley got 
him out. He then decided to™quit min- 
ing.”’ 


Haywood a Fighter. 
“Haywood is a plain, blunt, coura- 
geous fighting man,”’ declared Mr. Dar- 
row, ‘‘fighting the militia when neces- 
sary, fighting for the rights of working- 
men, fighting for the protection of the 
widows and orphans. 

“And Moyer. What of Moyer? A plain, 
blunt, honest man whose ancestry were 
honest men. Moyer was the man who as 
the head of. the Western’ Federation of 
Miners fought every conceivable fight as 
men like him, born of such stock, always 


fight. Moyer was a man whose sturdy, 
honest, and quiet bravery won the confi- 
dence and held the respect of every_one. 

‘““And what about Pettibone? George 
Pettibone had never been a member be- 
fore of the Western Federation of Miners. 
He had mined and then started his store. 
A happy, careless, sunny man, with a 
laugh and a joke for every one. 

“There was not a man, woman or child 
on the street who was not his friend— 
not a lame dog or a cat who could not 
find a home in his woodshed. That was 
George Pettibone.”’ 

Sy Darrow then took Orchard’s life at 
Cripple Creek. He declared that Orchard 
burned a saloon and “high graded”’ at 
the very outset of his career. He went 
into the story of the, alleged attempt to 
wreck the train of thé Florence & Cripple 
Creek Railroad, which had age A been 
laid to the Western Federation of Miners, 
and declared the first time Haywood, 
Moyer or Pettibone had seen” Orchard 
was when the men came to Denver on a 
pass and on money issued by 8. D. Scott, 
Chief of Detectives of :the Florence & 
Cripple Creek Railroad. 

r. Darrow said the attempt to wreck 
a train was a plot of the railway com- 
pany and the mine owners’ association to 
wreck the union. He said the defense 
would show that Orchard was constant- 
ly in company with the detectives of the 
railroad and the mine owners. 

Later Moyer went to Cripple Creek. to 
attend the trial of some men _ charged 
with the ‘wrecking of the train. There he 
met Orchard, 

There he met Orchard, who ingratiated 
himself wie Moyer, -who trusted him. 
Orchard gained: Moyer’s confidence, but 
we will prove that Moyer never sald the 
things to him that Orchard-claims were 
said. 

‘Then when Moyer went down to. Tel- 
luride to visit the union there he took 
this man who had won'his confidence 
along to protect him from the thugs of 
the mine owners. No sooner, however, 
had Moyer arrived in Telluride than he 
was arres:ted-.and thrown into the ‘ bull 
where he remained for many 
, unable to take any part in any 
further conspiracies.” F 


Independence Depot Affair. 


Taking up the blowing up of the Inde- 
pendence Depot, Darrow said the depot 
‘was a worthless building. 

“But the mine owners wanted the 
military back in the district, and about 
the time this depot was blown up the 
word had gone out that. something was 
coming off. I won't say that the mine 
owners or detectives wanted to kill any- 
body at this depot Killing» people was 


too mussy for them. This depot was 
worthless and unused. If the powder could 
be touched off just before the.train ar- 
rived and before the men got there, it 
would not kill anybody, but it would be 
another attempt in the line of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners to get rid of 
a lot of scabs.”’ 

He told how Moyer had first been ar- 
rested at Ouray on a charge of desecrat- 
ing the American flag, and was held in 
custody as a “matter of military neces- 
sity." Moyer also was charged with the 
murder of the two men killed tn the riot 
at Independence, the riot which’ had oc- 
curred while he was in the ‘bull pen” 
presided over by Bulkeley Wells. 

Here Darrow explained the defense’s 
theory as to the transmission of money 
from Pettibone to Orchard in this way: 

“Orchard asked .Pettibone to keep a 
sum of money for him, saying he would 
write him from time to time. Pettibone 
had a big safe. Orchard gave him the 
money to put away. Orchard went to 
™heyenne, where he loafed about Pat 
Moran’s saloon. He never asked Moran 
to go to Pettibone and give him some 
money, and Moran never went to Petti- 
bone. 


Gregory’s Death. 


“After Orchard’ disappeared from 
Cheyenne he did not go back to Denver 
that year, so far as any persons con- 
nected with this case knew. But in the 
meantime it was said in Denver that the 
Western Federation had caused the death 
of Lite Gregory. Our evidence will show 


that the Federation had no grievance 
whatever against’ Gregory and knew 
nothing about him. 

“That story about the Bradley house 
was another of Orchard’s pipe dreams 
thrown in to make him the greatest 
criminal of the age. We have a depo- 
sition from Mr. radiey in which he 
says the house was wrecked by. gas. 

“Orchard followed: his ‘ profession’ as 
ambler and confidence man in Wallace. 
From Wallace Orchard and Jack Simp- 
kins went to Caldwéll. Simpkins made 
the trip in pursuance of his duties as an 
organizer of the Western Federation of 
Miners. He went to Silver City and 
other places. He received regularly the 
money that was due him for his work. 
We will show you why the drafts were 
sent to Simpkins from the miners’ head- 
quarters; what they were for, and that 
they were a part of the regular course of 
business. 


' Haywood to Go On Stand. 


“Mr. Haywood will take the stand, and 
tell you his full connection, with the West- 
ern Federation, and tell you everything 
he has done as an officer of the Federa- 
tion. Moyer, who‘is to be tried for his 
life, will probably take the stand. 

“* Moyer, Haywood, and Pettibone never 
had any connection with this man in any 
criminal act. We will demonstrate to you

Secretary of War Taft, who arrived here 
to-day, was greatly interested in, the mat- 
ter, as he had influenced the young men 
to go to Yale. 

Senator Knox spoke on “ The Devvelop- 
ment of the Federal Power to Regulate 
Commerce.” 

Power of Congress the Same. 


“ That which in the earlier period of our 
history was a matter of State concern,” 
said Mr. Knox, ‘‘may become one of Na- 
tional concern by the establisnment of 
commerciaj] intercourse in respect to it 
with other States and foreign nations, or 
become a National concern because of 
conditions affecting the subject which call 
for the exercise of National power there- 
tofore dormant. 

“When Congressional powers are ap- 
plied to new conditions it is not, as it 
sometimes seems to be, an extension or 
expansion of the power, but an indication 


of a change in or extension or expansion 
of the subject upon which the power op- 
erates. Neither the power to regulate 
commerce nor the conception of its scope 
has expanded beyond its definition by the 
Supreme Court when first considered 

Nearly one hundred years ago. 
“The necessity to exercise the National 
Power over commerce arises largely out 
the failure of the States to regulate 
tg corporations created by and 

under t 


ure has led to well-known abuses which 
affect inter-State commerce, and thereby 
reated the necessity for the exercise of 
Feaerai regulation to prevent the abuse. 
e necssity for the exercise of Federal 
Tegulation almost always springs from 
causes the States could have prevented. 
“The National power of regulation 
should only be invoked when necessity for 
geet ee exists. Normally and honest- 
conducted commerce requires but little 
any governmental regulation. Abnor- 
mal conditions in commercial Intercourse 
caused by moereties, preferential serv- 
ice, rebates, and the like, destroy the 
normal operant} of commerce and cre- 
ate the demand for Federal regulation to 
testore the rule of freedom and equality.”’ 


Recent Corrective Measures, 


Mr. Knox reviewed the efforts made in 
Tecent years to correct “abuses of many 


years of inadequately regulated com- 


merce.”’ 

In a series of suits ‘‘the completeness 
of the Federal power over commerce was 
Teaffirmed and declared to extend among 


other things to the holding company. 
Thereby we escaped a danger to our com- 
merce, our Government, and our very lib- 
erties, the magnitude of which can 
scarcely be grasped.’’ 

The illegality of rebates and the juris- 
Giction of the equity courts over 
also established.

Federal Power as a Panacea. 


He then took up the proposed extension 
of National power, to which he objected. 

“The public satisfaction resulting from 
the enactment .and the enforcement of 
these statutes regulating commerce,”’ he 


said, ‘“‘ has induced some persons to con- | 
tend that the Congressional power to reg- 
ulate commerce is a panacea for many 
other public evils, and it is proposed to 
utilize that power to accomplish ends not 


, within the National jurisdiction, and hav- 
ing no relation to the subject of the 
power. 


“Over this subject of commerce amon 
the States and with foreign nations, anc 
its instrumentlities, the power of Con- 
ress is plenary. Congress can regulate 
anything, everything, any and every per- 
gon, natural or artificial, in the sense 
that it can prohibit or prevent any use or 
act that will interfere with Congressional 
control over inter-State commerce, or that 
will injuriously affect such commerce. 
Congress may likewise prevent the arte- 
ries of inter-State commerce from being 
employed as conduits for articles hurtful 
to the public health, safety or morals, 
and may remove obstructions from the 
highways of commerce whether they be 
eyinnry or economic, whether they may 

e¢ sand bars, mobs, or monopolies. 

“The power of Congress may be exer- 
cised by prohibition and by prescription. 

“Congress has prohibited combinations 
fm restraint of inter-State and foreign 
trade and has prohibited the carriage of 
@iseased cattle, explosives and lottery 
tickets, and Congress has prescribed that 
certain safety appliances shall be used 
upon gailroads doing an Inter-State busi- 
ness. ~The one class of laws is designed 
to keep the channels of commerce free 
and unpolluted; the other is designed to 
secure the safety of the employees and 
patrons of the carriers. 

“I cite these acts because their consti- 
tutionalitv has been sustained, because 
they obviously bear directly upon com- 
merce, and for that reason will serve to 
make clear the distinction between the 
well established rule to be deduced from 
the decided cases and the extension of 
the rule involved in certain pending legis- 
lative on ped of Federal control, to 
which I shall now direct your attention.

Supreme Court’s Firm Stand. 


He cited decisions of the Supreme 
Court to show the clear distinction it 
made between manufacture and com- 
merce and its denial of Federal authority 
over local industry. 

‘*But it is claimed,’ he said, ‘‘ that as 
the power to regulate commerce is abso- 


lute, complete, and mainly exclusive in 
Congress, the right to forbid the ship- 
ment in inter-State trade of any kind of 
goods, for any reason, comes within that 
power. That is to say, under the guise of 
a commercial regulation, not necessary 
for the promotion or protection of com- 
merce, a producing regulation, which 
Congress could not have enacted, may be 
enforced; or, in. other words, Congress 
can deny a person the right to engage in 
inter-State commerce for doing that which 
Congress cannot prohibit him from doing. 
But, as we have seen, Congress cannot 
regulate production, and Chief Justice 
Marshal! said In McCulloch vs. Maryland: 

Should Congress under the pretext of execut- 
ing its powers pass laws for the accomplish- 
ment of objects not intrusted to the Govern- 
ment, it would become the painful duty of this 
tribunal, should a case requiring such a de- 
cision come before it, to say that such an act 
Was not the law of the land. 

‘The power to regulate inter-State com- 
merce does not extend to the laying of 
an arbitrary embargo upon the lawfully 
preduced, harmless products of a State, 
nor to the right to defeat the policy of 
a State as to its own internal affairs. 

“The power of prohibition has never 
been sustained except as against articies 
noxious or dangerous in themselves. It 
is not possible to find even a suggestion 
that in respect to natural products which 
are prime necessities, Congress can piv- 
hibit commerce in them between the 
States in order te enforce its conception 
of what would be a wise police regulation 
of a State. 

“The sum of the matter is this: For 
the purpose of protecting commerce Con- 
gress may close its channels to those who

DOMINICAN TREATY SIGNED. 


President Approves the Customs Con-/} 
vention—New Appointments. 


OYSTER BAY, N. Y., June 24.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed to-day the Domin- 
ican treaty. The convention, which reg- 
ulates customs matters between the 
United States and Santo Domingo, was 
negotiated on Feb. 8 last, by the pieni- 
potentiaries of the two countries, and has 
since been approved by the United States 
Senate and the legislative body of Santo 
Domingo. The President’s signature is

DEFENDS RIGHT TO WED 


First Husband Missing Five Years— 
Wants! Case Tried in Brooklyn— 
Ciaims the Family House. 


Mrs. Elizabeth W. Hitchings Stokes has 
filed her answer to the suit for annul- 
“ment of marriage brought by her hus- 
band, Col. William A. Stokes of the 
Twenty-third Regiment, Brooklyn. The 
complaint was served upon her on June 
4 at their home, 606 St. Mark’s Avenue, 
Brooklyn, and her reply was placed in 
the hands of Major Henry D. Hamilton, 
counsel for Col. Stokes, yesterday. 

Mrs. Stokes denies that she was the 
legal wife of John M. Hitchings at the 
time she married Col. Stokes, two years 
ago. She denies that she had knowledge 
that her first husband was alive then or 
is now a resident of the State of Wash- 
ington, as asserted. She asserts that at 
the time of her wedding to Col. Stokes 
her marriage with Hitchings was not in 
force, even though he were alive. Hitch- 
ings deserted her on Nov. 26, 1896, she 
says, and during the next five years she 
made futile efforts to find out whether or 
not he was alive. She asserts further that 
she married Col. Stokes after he had as- 
sured her that she was absolutely free 
because of the statute which provides 
that a woman is free if she has not heard 
from her husband in five years. 

In conclusion Mrs. Stokes asks for a 
change of venue. She requests that the 
case be tried in Kings County instead of 
Rockland County, where the action was 
started. This will be granted. Major 
Hamilton said yesterday that Col. Stokes 
brought the suit in Rockland County to 
spare the feelings of Mrs. Stokes, and 
that he was willing to have it tried in his 
home town if she was. 

Col. Stokes returned yesterday 
noon from a fishing trip, and was seen 
at his office, 30 Warren Street, by a 
TIMES reporter. 

"Mrs. Stokes and I often 
this,’’ he said. ‘‘ Why, at first she con- 
sented to make no objection to the suit 
for annulment, but I suppose her lawyers 
got her to make the fight.

He is 
said to be running a hotel in Snohomish 
County, just north of Seattle, Washing- 
ton. His son, Anthony, whom he sent 
for shortly after he went West, is with 
him. Mrs. Stokes has four children, sons 
of John M. Hitchinmgs. Howard ts living 
with her. George is at Lexington, Ky. 
and Joseph is a salesman for Jacob Dole 
& Co., packers, of Buffalo, N. Y. She 
frequently hears from the three sons who 
are away from her 

The attorneys for Mrs. Stokes said yes- 
terday that she would force her claim to 
the property at 606 St. Mark’s Avenue, 
which is valued at about §10,000.

Grand Jury Hears Testimony on iIn- 
surance Conspiracy Charge. 


The Grand Jury began yesterday the In- 
vestigation of the charges of conspiracy 
and forgery against George R. Scrugham, 
Chairman of the International Policy 
Holders’ Committee.

LOTS OF NEW FIREWORKS 


ee 
The Retail Trade Will Be In Full 
. 
Swing by Thursday—The South 
to Celebrate This Year. 


In Park Place, where the fireworks 
dealers congregate, there is feverish activ- 
ity. The retail trade is not yet in full 
swing, and it will be Wednesday or Thurs- 
day before the commuter begins to lay 
in for the Fourth, but already the stores 
have as much as they can do in filling 
out-of-town orders. 

This year the South has added its de- 
mand to that of the rest of the Union. 
Long after the war, commercial depres- 
sion and sectional feeling made the cele- 
bration of Independence Day below the 
Mason and Dixon line comparatively a 
tame affair, but big orders are now com- 
ing in from the Virginias, Georgia, and 
Maryland. 

It’s going to be a lively Fourth for New | 
York. Last year about $10,000,000 went | 
up in smoke on the holiday, and next 
week it is expected that $12,000,000 will 
be expended. About one-third of this will 
be spent in New York and its suburbs. | 
Already there is a shortage in some of 
the most popular lines. As many Chinese 
crackers and bfllloons wete laid in this 
year as last, but the supply will hardly 
be enough for the increased demand. 

“We have a number of customers who 
spend $1,000 on private displays,” said 
T. H. Newkirk of the Pain Manufactur- 
ing Company, yesterday. “ A good many 
lay out $2,500 or $8,000, and there are! 
just a few who'll go as high as $5,000. 
But people here don’t go in for fireworks 
as extensively as they do in England. 
There they spend pounds to our dollars 
on celebrations such as a ‘coming of 
age.” Yet we lay it all over them in 
the fireworks we produce. We send lots 
and lots of our best goods across the 
water. 

“ People don’t realize what {t means to be 
a good fireworks designer. There are 
only three or four first-class designers 
in the United States and they earn from 
$3,500 to $5,000 a year. You see, a man 
has to be a first-class chemist. If he 
wasn't he’d blow himself up. Then he 
needs to have a good deal of artistic taste 
in order to get the colors in the right com- 
binations, and he must be an accurate 
mathematician to know exactly how far 
@ rocket will go in order that it'll burst 
in the right place. There are very few 
men who combine all the qualifications.” 

Among the novelties this year are Ro- 
man candles with a répertoire of tumbling 
feats. They perform acrobatic stunts in 
mid-heaven, and throw a series of somer- 
saults. Another kind will imitate light- 
ning. As the stars ascend they will] emit 
a series of dazzling flashes. From a new 
type of bomb a score of great spiders 
will shoot out and will seem to chase 
each other far aloft. 

A true firework enthusiast said yester- 
day: ‘“ Yes, there are several new colors 
this year, but the ordinary person won't 
notice them. You have to exhibit them 
at the great displays like those at Man- 
hattan Beach to get any recognition. 
There, as soon as a new shade appears, 
you hear a deep sigh run through the 
crowd. They know at once if we've done 
something new. But most folks want 
noise and brightness.”” 

There'll be plenty of noise anyhow this 
year and a new sound is to be added to the 
bangs of the old-time fireworks. Rockets, 


Roman candies and St. Catherine wheels 
will whistle as they go off. Noise is what 
the people want, and one fireworks man 
tells of the President of a large soap com- 
cern to whom he always sends just one of 
the very largest cannon crackers évery 


year. 

“He lets that off himself every 
Fourth,” he said. ‘I tell him he'll blow 
his hand off sooner or later, but year 
after year he must let his one cPacker 
off early in the morning.” 

There are ‘“‘ baby” crackers, which sell 
at 15 cents for 950, up to the dangerous

CHICAGO’S GIRL GRADUATES. 

**Paternal’’ government with a ven- 
geance (or perhaps we should say “ ma- 
ternal” government) has manifested 
itself in Chicago in the matter of regu- 
lating the attire of a high school girl 
on graduation day. Hitherto in Chi- 
cago, as elsewhere, the American public’ 
school girl on the day of her gradua- 
tion, has worn a dress of her own 
choice, with due regard to the finances 
of her parents, and, of course, always 
in accordance with the custom of girl 
graduates from time immemorial of 
wearing white. 

Now this is to be changed because 
the educational authorities, 
spurred on by some social reformers 
whose field of action is limited only 
by their broad sympathy with human- 
ity, have decided to interfere. 
Superintendent of Schools, the district 
representatives, the Principals and 
teachers, so far as heard from, all seem 
to be of one mind as to the need of 
compelling the girls to wear very inex- 
pensive, untrimmed dresses. One Dis- 
trict Superintendent actually suggests 
dresses of cheap materials such as the 
girls wear for their calisthenics, and 
urges that they should be made by 


local 


schools. Others favor a sort of uni- 
form, with gown and surplice, which 
would make the graduates look like a 
lot of idealized choir boys, and, it} 
seems to us, would be very inappro- | 
priate. The Superintendent. of Schools’ 
thinks that no graduation dress should) 
cost more than 75 cents. 

Now the underlying motive of this 
concerted action against the ee 
of the girl graduates—one of the first 
and greatest of the joysgthat ever come 


| into the lives of some of them—is ex- 


cellent, and creditable to the hearts of 
the Superintendents and teachers. They 
feel that many poor girls are ashamed 
because they cannot dress as their 1 
favored schoolmates do. But it is a 
mistake to try to bring about reform 
in this respect by force. 

After all, the white dresses all look 
very much the same in the ensemble, 
and a little lace and embroidery here 
and there, a few pairs of kid or silk 
shoes instead of the white duck cy 
of the majority, do not matter; and we 
doubt if they cause nearly as many 
pangs of envy as the educators sup- 
pose. In fact, the concerted action, 
and the publicity given to it, lend a 
really small matter too much impor- 
tance, and are likely to stir up bad feel- 
ing where it did not exist before. 

The public schools tn this country are 
not charitable institutions, in theory or 
in operation. They exist for all the 
people, and the children of the well-to- 
do are expected to use them as well as 
the children of the poor. They should 
not be put on the basis of the asylum 
or the penal institution. Any needful 
reform in the matter of graduation 
dresses, spontaneously brought about 
by the girls themselves, would be an- 
other matter. But, for our part, we 
have always considered the girl gradu- 
ate in her white dress, with a little 
lace and a trifle of embroidery, a very

Even the A. T. Stewart Yarn 
Doesn't Jar the Faith of 
Caldweil’s Lawyer. 








HE BELIEVES THAT, TOO 





Lawye: Allen Says Caldwell Has More 
Sensational Evidence on Hand— 
Caldwell Saying Nothing. 





Just when Robert Caldwell, who lives in 

Jay Street, St. George, S. I., contracted 
the habit of making affidavits of his con- 
nection with famous mysteries cannot be 
determined, but his affidavit setting forth 
that he is in a position from personal 
knowledge to solve the Duke of Portland- 
Druce case, following within a compara- 
tively short time his offer to make an affi- 
davit that would explain the mystery sur- 
rounding the disappearance of the body 
of A. T. Stewart and the alleged forgery 
of his will, seem to present at least an 
improbable coincidence in the life of one 
man. 
“On Saturday THE TrMEs printed an affi- 
@avit signed by Robert Caldwell which 
had been sent to the London attorneys of 
George Hollamby Druce, a claimant to the 
title and estates of the late Duke of Port- 
land. It is charged that the Duke lived a 
double life, part of the time as Thomas 
Charles Druce. The present claimant as- 
serts that he is a grandson. 

Mr. Caldwell declared in his affidavit 
that he was an intimate friend of the late 
Duke of Portland through having success- 
fully treated a bulbous nose for him. He 
said that he arranged the mock burial of 
““Mr. Druce’”’ when the Duke tired of his | 
double life. 

In the case of A. T. Stewart, Mr. Cald- | 
well asserts, according to his other affi- 
davit, that he planned and assisted in | 
carrying out the removal of the body from | 
the graveyard to a final pufial place mT 
the cellar of the house occupied by the 
late merchant. 

Mr. Caldwell refused yesterday to throw 
further light on his affidavits, but his | 
attorney, Perry Allen, who is connected 
with the law offices of John G. Carlisle, | 
is not so reticent, nor is he so skeptical 
that: he cannot reconcile the two remark- 
able happenings in Mr. Caldwell’s three- 
seore years and ten. 

“Efforts to discredit the affidavit of 
Robert Caldwell in regard to his having, 
at the request of the Duke of Portland, 
assisted in the disposal of the alleged 
body of Thomas Charles Druce will prove 
unavailing, because the facts as set forth | 
are, in my opinion, absolutely true,” said | 
Mr. Allen. “I firmly believe the state- 
ment to be founded on fact, even though 
it may appear a little off in some of the

details. This is, of course, more than 
possible, because of the long lapse of 
years since the occurrences of which Mr. 
Caldwell writes. From information | 


have obtained, I can say without fear of | 
successful contradiction that no living! 
man could have made such a statement | 
unless he had an intimate. and personal | 
connection with the incidents to which he} 
refers. 

“Mr. Caldwell came to see me last Feb-| 
ruary immediately after the publication in 
a New York paper of a story setting forth 
the claims of George Hollamby Druce to 
the fortune and title of the late Duke of 
Portiand on the dssumption that he was 
the grandson of Thomas Charles Druce, 
“who, he is attempting to prove, is the 
Same person as the late Duke of Portland. 
When he told me his story I am ‘free to 





admit that I paid little attention to it, | 
fully believing that it was the wild revel | 
of a very fertile imagination. I made | 


him repeat the story, and at his earnest 
solicitation took the subject up with the 


London solicitors of George Hollamby 
Druce through my London connection. |

him through a series of questions on col-} 
lateral matters that were answered freely, | 
fully, and frankly in such a manner as to] 
convince the solicitor and myself that | 
Mr. Caldwell must have had a personal 
knowledge of the matters he was talking | 
about, else he could not-have answered | 
the questions put to him. In order to 
demonstrate to his own satisfaction that | 
the story was not made up by Mr. Gald- |} 
well, the solicitor asked him a number of 
misleading questions with the idea of trip- 
ping him up, but in no instance was he 
successful.”’

“Mr. Caldwell came to me unsolicited,” 
gaid Mr. Allen, ‘“‘ and he did not ask what | 


fhe could get out of the story as a money 
®' consideration; in fact, he has never men- 


tioned payment for his information. He 
had a New York newspaper in his hands, 
and said he knew all about the Portland- 
Druce story to which it referred, that it 
had been vividly recalled to his mind by 
the publication of the alleged facts in 
the case. 

“You can say for me that I have gath- 
ered additional facts to support the story | 
of Mr. Caldwell, and at the proper time 
and piace they will be made public. 

“I was greatly annoyed that the Lon- 
don people should have seen fit to make 
* public the affidavit published in Tue 
Times, as there was a distinct under- 
standing between them and myself that 
it should not be given publicity.” 

Mr. Allen was asked whether or not 
Mr. Caldwell, his client, is the same Rob- 
ert Caldwell who made a statement in 
connection with the forgery of the will of 
the late A. T. Stewart and the disappear- 
ance of his body. | 

“Yes, he is the same Mr. Caldwell, and 
you need not be surprised to find at the 
‘proper time he can present some docu- 
ments with which to back up his story,” 
said the lawyer. ‘‘I have no connection; 
with the Stewart case, but I know he} 
has in his possession documents. that 
wceculd cause quite a sensation qhould they 
be read in court.” 

Mr. Allen was asked about that part of 
the story, as told in affidavit form by 
Mr. Caldwell, which referred to Sir Mo- 
rell Mackenzie. He replied that Mr. Cajd- 
well told nim yesterday morning that he 
had never meant to say he had seen Me-

Seth Low was elected President of the 
board, vice Robert C, Ogden, who, on ac- 
count of ill-health, has been compelled to 
resign. W. W. Campbell of Tuskegee, 
Ala., was elected Vice President. Before 
acting on the Presidency, a letter from 
Mr. Low was read, in which he said that 
while he would accept t Presidency, he 
would-do so only for the time being, and 
while so acting he would decline to make 
any contribution in money for the benefit 
of the institute, 

‘In other words,’’ Mr. Lowwrote, ‘ the 
public should understand that the need of 
the institute for its constant and liberal 
support will be as great as it ever has 
been.”’ 

Mr. Low added that his acceptance 
would be thought also to entitle him to 
second the appeals of Mr. Washington for 
Tuskegee ‘‘as appeals on behalf of a 
cause that is of very great importance to 
the whole United States."’

Latest Circular by Committee of 
Platt’s Company Says As- 
sets Are $20,931,000. 


AMPLE FOR 7 PER CENT. RATE 


The Committee Expects to Get at the 
Books Soon—More Shareholders 
Join Minority. 


The minority committee of the share- 
holders of the United States Express 
Ccmpany, which is endeavoring to per- 
®uade the management to increase the 
arnual disbursement on the shares from 
4 per cent. to 7 per cent., has issued an- 
otber circular to its fellow-shareholders, 
whose support it is seeking, in which 
it gives a detailed statement of the as- 
aets of the company, which puts them at 
$20,931,000. The movement was initiated 
éarly in the Spring by A. L. Banister and 
Somuel S. Hatt, who formed a sharehold- 
ers’ committee, asking for a more liberal 
dividend policy on the ground that the 
company’s assets were worth between 
$16,000,000 and $20,000,000. To this con- 
tention, Senator Platt, as President of 
the company, replied in the only commu- 
nication that the officers have vouch- 
eafed, that the assets did not exceed the 
company’s $10,000,000 share capitalization. 

The investigation by which the minority 
committee arrived at its estimate of as- 
eets as published in the latest circular, 
was yonducted independently of the com- 
pany, it is stated, “ but,” says the circu- 
lar, “‘we have made a demand upon the 
officers of the company for certain fn- 
formation end the privilege of examining 
certain of the books, which demand hae 
been under consideration by them for 
abott two weeks. We are advised that 
it will probably be granted.” 

Lacking access to the books directly, 
the committee’s experts have arrived at

As the Shareholders’ Committee has al- 
ready stated, the income for the year 1907 
is estimated at 15 per cent., which would 
permit, after the payment of the proposed 
per cent., the addition of 
$800,000 to reserve. Last year the earn- 
ings were 13 per cent., and after the 
payment of the 4 per cent. dividend $900,- 
000 was added to what the committee 
calls ‘“‘ the already excessive surplus.” In 


this connection the ciroular says: 

In any ordinary business or new venture so 
large an annual increase of the reserve would 
be looked upon as conservative and prudent, but 
it must be remembered that this is an old and 
well-established business, and that not only its 
very little capital required for the actual busi- 
ness‘of the company, but there exists an un- 
necessarily large surplus, and in such cinoum- 
stances the reserving for the purpose of adding 
to the surplus a sum of over $1,000,000 annually 
is mot oniy unnecessary but an unfair burden 
upon the shareholders. Therefore our demand 
for this increased return is not that it be given 
to us some time in the future, but that we re- 
ceive it now, and the reason for our insistence 
is that every day's delay represents an irre- 
coverablie loss to the shareholder.

The committee states that support has 
been received from a large number of the 
shareholders, and that the committee ex- 
peots to eventually represent 1,500 out of 
the 1,600 shareholders.

MAY BRING STOCK TAX SUIT. 


Exchange Authorities Ask Brokers to 
Send In Excess Claims. 


The Stock Exchange authorities yester- 
day took action which it is expected will 
lead to a concerted attempt to recover 
the excess of stock transfer taxes paid 
between the date on which the Controller 
interpreted the law to have gone into ef- 
fect in 1905, and last January, when the 
Supreme Court declared this interpreta- 
tion and the amendment passed in May, 
1906, supporting it, unconstitutional. 

Secretary Bly invited members of the 
Exchange yesterday to send in detailed 
statements of sales of stock on which 
they paid an excess, presumably with the 
purpose of determining the aggregate of 
the claims of Exchange houses against the 
State, if it is found that the excess on 
back taxes can be collected.. The original 
law makes provision for the refunding by 
the Controller out of the expense ap- 
propriation of sums “innocently paid in 
excess of the correct amount” of the tax, 
but it still remains to be determined 
whether the taxes pald under the Con- 
troller’s interpretation af the law, now 
declared unconstitutional, are collectahle 
where they exceeded the correct tax as 
the law now stands. 

The stock transfer tax has brought the 
State an income of $12,000,000 from June, 
1905, to June, 1907. The amount paid in 
excess taxes is, however only a frac- 
tional proportion of this sum. It was 
not until the amendment to the law 
passed in 1906 confirmed the Controller's 
interpretation that brokers generally be- 
gan to pay the tax at-the rate of 2 cents 
per share, and then the exoess only ap- 
plied to stocks having a par value of 
less than $100, which are but a small 
proportion of the Stock Exchange trading 
list.

@ record, for the purpose of recovering 
excess taxes from the State, of aM such 
transactions in the period since the pass- 
age of the amendment.

While buying has 
quieted down, consumers are calling for their 
iron as insistently as ever. The general condi- 
tion of the iron business is as firm and sound 
as can be, and will continue so long as this 
country continues to consume all the iron it 
can produce.

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EDISON COMPANY FINED. 


Pleads Guilty to Violating the Coal ' 


Smoke Ordinarices 


The New York Edison Company ‘was 
fined $500 in Special Sessions yesterday 
for violation of the coal smoke grdinance.

He has bought from Mr. Vandewater a 
strip of 1,500 feet — and 15 feet wide 
through his Cedarhurst property that will 
enable the Long Island Railroad to com- 
plete its short cut between Jamaica and 
the Rockaways.

New Course for Paris Doctors. 


PARIS, April 14.—At the medical con- 
gress which met on April 12, one subject 
discussed aroused debate, viz., the reform 
of medical teaching. Dr, Reymond, who 
is also a Senator of France and has made 
this question a special study, is convinced 
that something might be done to give 
medical students in this country a more 
complete knowledge of their art than they 
at present receive. ‘In the cities," he 
has remarked, “ specialists become every 
day more nume~us, and it is always pos- 
sible for a doctor in difficult cases to 


appeal to a colleague for assistance. But 
in the provinces the amount of knowledge 
which the medical practitioner must pos- 
sess is considerable, Being isolated, he 
has to count-upon himself alone. Take, 
for example, a case of atrangulated her- 
nia, necessitating a surgical operation of 
infantile simplicity, but which must be 
done immediately. In a great number of 
cases the patient is allowed to die because 
the doctor has never performed the opera- 
tion which would have saved his life. What 
is needed is a Course of study in the hos- 
pitals themselyes. Every hospital surgeon 
would willingly consent to several stu- 
dents being allowed him 
on his rounds so that they might profit 
by visual observation of the treatment 
given. Everybody is of the same mind on 
this subject. gy ve hospital pHysicians, 
like Dr. Lucas €hamplonniére, Dr. Ba- 
binski, and others, have already taken 
the initiative in facilitating the access of 
students to their operations.’’ — London 
Globe.

Cezanne’s Portrait of Zola. 

It was said of that famous artist, the 
late Paul Cézanne, that he could not even 
paint a portrait and place the mouth un- 
der the nose and the two eyes straight in 
the face. Comically eneugh, Cézanne lost 
a childhood's friend through his method 
He and Zola had 
been at the same school at Aix, and had 
struck up a friendship which endured well 
into manhood. Unfortunately ‘Cézanne 
painted a portrait of Zola, which the lat- 
ter considered so little to do him justice, 
that, according to all accounts, his friend- 
ship splintered frcm that instant, There 
is a story told of Zola, moreoverfand of 
his subsequent disposal of a picture by 
Cézanne which seems to indicate that his 
distaste to his own portrait afterward 
extended to all the artist’s paintings. 
For, going to see a friend one day, he took 
him—as a joke—a picture of Cézanne, 
which he begged him to accept. The 
other, laughing at the joke, refused the 
picture—even as a gift. When, however, 
Zola insisted, declaring—still, it seems, as 
a colossal piece of humor—that the thin 
was finer than a Raphael, his friend took 
the gift and hung it in the lavatory. 
After the latter's death, a sale of his 
20ssessions having to take place, 
‘ézanne’s picture was at first not includ. 
ed, being regarded as among the rubbish 
not worth anything, save to be thrown 
away. Nothing but the timely discovery 
of it by the novelist, Octave Mirabeau, 
saved this despised picture of Paul 
Cezanne for some connoisseur’s collec- 
tion.—London T. P.’s Weekly. 


Censorship in Turkey.

thing, everything,” replied the bland offi- 
cial; “‘ that is, except, of course, crowned

of Nihilism, Socialism, strikes, anarchy, 
the-rights of the people, politics, religion, 
churches, mosques, Mahomet, Jesus, Mo- 
ses, the prophets, atheism, free thought, 
the authorities, femininism, harems, the 
nation, internationalism, of the month of 
August, of the moon, of rain in the month 
of August, or of any kind of reform, social 
or otherwise.” But even this is not all, 
for no Turkish woman must be referred 
to by name, and the words “ Macedonia ” 
and “ Armenia” are not allowed to exist 
in Turkey.
